REMARKS 

The Office Action dated September 18, 2008, has been received and reviewed.

Claims 2-8 and 10-15 have been amended, and claims 1, 9, 16 and 18-20 have 
been cancelled. Support for the claim amendments can be found throughout the 
specification and in claim 1 as originally filed. No new matter has been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The applicant thanks the Examiner for the indication of allowable subject matter 
in claim 14 and 20, if rewritten in independent form to include all the limitations of the 
claims from which they depend.
